President Roosevelt’s recent order to 
the Internal Revenue Deportment to 
brand whisky according to the famous 
opinion handed down by Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Bonaparte us to what constitutes 
whisky, hua put two of the executive 1 
departments in an embarrassing posi¬ 
tion, for the reason that, ns it stands, 
the order is to violate one law’ while 
conforming with an opinion on another. 

The recent order to Mr. Capers. Com¬ 
missioner of Internal Revenue, was to 
revise tho regulations regarding dis¬ 
tilled spirits, and after he had looked 
into the matter carefully, he withheld 
Judgment and passed it all up to the 
Department of Justice, where the case 
now- rests. How that department will 
revise existing laws with an opinion is 
& question that Is agitating some 
minds, and the case is of interest, be¬ 
cause It is but another phase of the 
fight between the straight whisky men 
on the one side and the rectifiers on the 
other. 

In his interpretation of thc Pure Food 
act, Mr. Bonaparte said all spirits pro¬ 
duced by a distillery should be branded 
"straight whisky," a mixture of two 
straight whiskies a "blend.’’ a mixture 
of straight and rectified w’hisky 
whisky and pure grain distillates," 
and all other such products should be 
called "imitation w’hisky." 

Section 3287 of the Revised Statutes 
provides that all spirits placed in casks 
upon distillery premises shall be gauged, 
proved and marked by an internal rev¬ 
enue gauger, who shall brand upon the 
package the particular name of such 
distilled spirits as known to the trade; 
that Is to say. high wines, alcohol or 

spirits, as the case may be.

GOV. BLACKBURN ON 
WAY TO LOUISVILLE 


By cutting the appropriation for 
library fund from three cents to two 
and one-half cents, the officers at the 
<-Hy Hall have put in Jeopardy all the 
unfinished free libraries in Louisville. 
It Is one of the stipulations made by 
Andrew Carnegie In donating money to 
a municipality for the building of free 
libraries, that the city receiving thc 
money must appropriate each year an 
amount equal to 10 per cent, of the 
total donated by him. Mr. Carnegie has 
given Louisville In nil $360,000, making 
It necessary for Louisville, in order to 
keep faith with Mr. Carnegie, to fix the 
levy so ns to realize $36,000 for the 
library fund. 

The trustees of the Louisville Free 
Public Library feel the need of the 
whole sum it was agreed the libraries 
should have, but they wanted the limit 
tills year because of the expense of in¬ 
stalling furniture and opening up the 
libraries this year. The Finance Com¬ 
mittee of the Board of Trustees coiled 
upon the Joint Committee on Finance 
of the two boards when the budget wns 
made up, and urged that four oents be 
levied tills year instead of three cents, 
as was done in the last levy. The lawr 
fixes the minimum and maximum of 
the levy at two and one-half and four 
cents.

Fell Under Estimate. 


Under a three-cent levy last year it 
wns estimated that something over 
$45,000 would be diverted to the library 
fund. The actual amount of money 
turned over to the fund from taxes was 
something less than $39,000. The two 
and a half cents given the library fund 
this year gives an estimated revenue 
to the libraries of $89,048.75. If the per¬ 
centage of loss In taxes collected this 
year is the same as last year, and it 
is believed it will be at least as great, 
only about $33,000 will be turned over 
to the library trustees for their use 
this year, and that will fall under the 
amount necessary to raise In order to 
keep faith with Mr. Carnegie.

MUST FEED THEM SOME WAY. 


Berlin, Dec. 22.—The municipality is 
face to face with a serious problem in 
connection with the supply of food to 
thousands of virtually starving children 
attending the% primary sohooGs in Ber¬ 
lin, whose numbers have been greatly 
augmented this year In consequence of 
tho industrial inactivity. Hitherto the 
Children’s Canteen Society had been 
able to cope with the task in a fairly 
satisfactory way by means of subscrip¬ 
tions from private sources, but the calls 
on its funds are this year so great it 
will be unable to supply many of tho 
children. 

In : i»e first week of December, ac¬ 
cording to official statistics from 245 out 
•of the 285 primary schools, no fewer 
than 11,947 children attended school, in 
most cases without breakfast, and In 
all cases without the prospect of ob¬ 
taining a midday meal at home. Of 
these, 4,498 receive a simple dally meal 
from the fourteen canteens belonging 
to the above-mentioned society; the 
other 7.449 are totally unprovided for.

It te understood three miles 
of railroad will bo built to the lease¬ 
hold from tho Stony Fnrk branch of 
the Louisville and Neflhville railroad. 
The land was leased from William Giv¬ 
ens. of tills city. 

Two large coal operations will be in¬ 
stalled on the property. These opera¬ 
tions will be w’etl equipped and mod¬ 
em In every particular. The local men 
aaxxsiated with the t^ovlngton capital¬ 
ists have had years of experience In 
the coal business and pronounce the 
prospects of the new company unusual¬ 
ly good. The operations of the Hig- 
nite Coal Company will be two of the 
largest in Southeastern Kentucky.

Berlin, Dec. 22.—Thirteen Christmas 
trees now stand In the new' palace at 
Potsdam for the members of the Im¬ 
perial family. There are two large 
trees In the center, with five smaller 
ones on tho one aide and six on the 
other, diminishing in size according to 
tho ages of those for whom they are 
Intended. The two large trees are for 
the Emperor and Empress and the 
others for their six sons and daugh¬ 
ters, the wives of Crown Prince Fred¬ 
erick William and Prince Eltel and the 
two children of the Crown Prince. 

The Emperor's Christmas programme 
begin# aft^- luncheon Tuesday, when 
he will walk through the grand park 
Sans Souol witfi severaJ hundred marks 
In coin, freshly minted, in his pocket, 
bestowing five or ten or twenty-mark 
pieces upon poor persons whom he may 
meet. 

It is never known what paths the 
Emperor may take, but as it is an 
annual custom of his, plenty of the 
poor are distributed through the park 
on the lookout for his majesty. On 
such occasions he continues bis walk 
to the barracKk of the First regiment 
of foot guards to attend the celebra¬ 
tion of the so-called "life company," of 
w'hich the Emperor was Captain os 
Crown Prince, and after him the pres¬ 
ent Crown Prince, but. of which Prince 
Eltel Is now Captain:* 

Every Christmas the Emperor Is 
present at the distribution of presents 
and to join in a fraternal glas* of 
punch. Every company In the German 
army has Its own Christmas tree for 
which gifts are sent from the men’s 
homes. . ■ , 

The imperial fariUly gathers at 6 
o'clock to give each other presents. 
Then tho . official# ^of the imperial 
household come into the shell room, 
where the trees stand, to receive theirs. 
The members of the Imperial family 
give, but do not accept gifts from 
members of the household. The Em¬ 
peror has been summoning dealers to 
Potsdam almost every afternoon since 
his return from England and has been 
selecting for Cnrlstmas gifts sporting 
guns, saddlery outfits, gold-mounted 
or Jeweled riding crops and other ap¬ 
propriate articles for the twenty or 
thirty ladles and gentlemen attached 
to his household. He also gives por¬ 
traits with his Autograph richly 
framed, porcelains and Jewel boxes of 
which he is exceedingly fond. 

The Crown Prince and Prince Eltel 
have establishments of their own at 
Potsdam to which they repair after the 
family gathering to have similar dis¬ 
tributions of presents to members of 
their official households.

Probably few walls ever have been 
constructed under greater difficulties 
than have those Jetties.

Every 
material entering Into their construc¬ 
tion has been brought from distances 
of 100 to 500 miles. The JetUes have 
no foundation, but rely for stability 
upon their extremely broad bases, being 
fnom 100 to 150 feet wide at the bottom. 
In oontrast to this great width of base, 
the concrete capping w hich forms the 
top of the Jetties, and which is the 
work receiving its finishing touches 
this week, te but a few feet wide. The 
capping Is a sea w r all four and one-half 
feet high and Is the only ponton of the 
jetties not submerged. The wall 
weighs between two and three tons per 
linear foot.

May Sink In. 


The only change likely to occur In the 
Jetties Is their gradual sinking until lit 
time the concrete capping entirely dis¬ 
appears. This sinking slready has oc- 
cured to the Jetties at South Pass. 

In the course of many years a new 
bar mciy form by slit deposits In the 
Gulf in the now* deep water beyond the 
mouth of the Jetties, and then the rem¬ 
edy will be the extension of the Jetties* 
a short dlikance further. The rato of 
bar extension during nearly seventy- 
five years pnxieding the starting of the 
Jetties was between 150 and 250 feet nn- 
nually. and the deposits responsible for 
this advance were made w-hen condi¬ 
tions, now' greatly changed, favored 
such accretions. 

Part of the $6,liO0,iK)0 allotted to mak¬ 
ing the channel is being spent in safe¬ 
guard* several miles above the Jetties, 
to prevent any Increase in the flow of 
other large outlets from the main river 
to the Gulf. This is being accomplish¬ 
ed by placing stone-covered mattress 
sills on the river bottom across the en- 


matted A*»>cia»tfcm, and wifi, if given an 
opportunity, force them out. Mure 
than seventy-five policemen were putt 
on guard in every street oar barn in the 
city last night.

Louisville Property Company WinB 
Big Suit 

Mid dies boro, Ky., Dec. 22.— [Special.] 
—Judgie M. J. Moss, of the Bell Circuit 
Court, ha* handed down an opinion In 
favor of the Louisville Property Com¬ 
pany in the case of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky against that company, 
w'hich was brought by Auditor’s Agent 
A. G. Patterson, of Pinevllle, tx> escheat 
to the State the coal lands of the com¬ 
pany in this county. 

It w'as claimed in the potition of the 
Audltor’9 Agent that the Louisville and 
Nashville Hall road Company owned the 
cnal lands w'hich were held in the name 
of thin Louisville Property Company 
and that the land should revert 
to the Slat*-, os a railroad corporation 
could not hold lands for other purposes 
than those necessary In the operation 
of the roed. 

The coal lands Involved are on the 
Chenoa branch of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad. In northern Bell 
county, and yield large sums In royal¬ 
ties. as there are several large mines 
in operation on tho property.

FALLS FROM BUGGY. 


New York. Dec. 22.—[Special.]—With 
the passage of the amendment to the 
cl wrier of Greater New York by tl*e 
Board of Aldermen, it is hoped by most 
citizens of the metropolis that the con¬ 
troversy over thc question of whut sort 
of a Sunday they may enjoy will soon 
cease and be forgotten. There is. of 
course, going to be Home litigation on 
the subject Tho theatrical people 
claim that undor the now’ ordinance, 
vaudeville shows may be given so long 
as the acts are confined to singing and 
talking, and costumes and the other 
weekly features are barred. Those who 
advocate a closed Sunday will attempt 
to have the managers punished upon 
the ground that their vaudeville Is an 
infnaotiom of the law. It is not be¬ 
lieved, however, that the public will 
pay much attention to this future battle 
in the courts. \ 

There were three views to the recent 
controversy here. The first, tho rather 
extreme one, demanding tlie retention 
and enforcement of the blue laws in all 
their severity. The second, the restric¬ 
tion of Sunday to everything but the 
concerts at the oporahouses, Carnegie 
and pieces of like nature. The third 
view simply was that people should be 
emitled to amuse themselves at their 
own free will, so long os they did not 
disturb the peace iff others. It is to be 
regretted that such liberal-minded cler¬ 
gymen as Bishop Potter and Rev. 
Charles H. ParkhurKt did not throw 
the weight of their Influence IrKo the 
controversy and in opposition to the 
ideas of some of their, fellow clergy not 
unite as broad-minded as these two 
dlstlnguishotl prelates. There is no 
doubt of one fact, namely, that the en¬ 
tire i>re»3, as well as the groat mass of 
people sot their face against attempts 
to close tho city on the Sabbath, as 
some of the extremists among the cler¬ 
gy Aiesired. and U would have gone hard 
with the AJderinen at the polls next 
election If tliey hud failed to modify 
the provision in the charter which led 
to the Blue Sunday. According to some, 
there seems to be no valid reason why 
thozo not educated into acquiring a 
t/uttA for high-class music should not 
have the same right to enjoy them¬ 
selves watching a variety show' as mu¬ 
sic lovers do at the Philharmonic con¬ 
cert on Sundays.

Young Man Killed While Driving 
With Friends.

BREAKS BRICK ON 

ANOTHER NEGRO’S HEAD. 


Because George Coleman, eolureil. liv¬ 
ing at 920 Middletown alley, between 
Sixth and Seventh streets and York 
street and Broadway, brake a brick 
upon the head of another nogm, Tom 
Cecil, better known as "Peppers." turn¬ 
ing in w'hat he railed "the unwritten 
law/* he was arrested Uu*t night by 
Patrolmen McThena ami Gardner on a 
charge of mattdOUH assault. 

Coleman declares that he found "Pep¬ 
pers” in an alley between Ninth and 
Tenth and Madison and Chestnut 
streets, known as "Bat Row.” where h t * 
was insulting Coleman’s wife There- 
ui*m. Coleman says, he picked up a 
brick and threw' it at "Peppers' " head. 
When asked whether "Peppeio" was 
badly hurt Coioman replied: 

"1 don't reckon he was, coz the brick 
broke on his head."

Victor Herbert, who U now doing an 
American grand opera for the Manhat¬ 
tan Operahouse, and some of the lesser 
lights who write popular song* that 
are published from tlnpan alley, are 
now fighting to protect their composi¬ 
tions against the infringements of the 
phonograph and other marines. Un¬ 
der the present law a copyright only 
protect* the composors against the sale 
of their music in sheets by pirating 
concern*, whereas the machines may 
use them at will ana without the pay¬ 
ment of any royalty. Mr. Herbert and 
his associate* urge that the singing of 
their music In the phonographs and 
graphaphones decrease* Its sale in 
sheets, besides they ought to receive 
tho saint* royalty from the companies 
operating the machines as they do from 
their publishers. There, is no doubt* 
that thousands of records of Herbert’s 
and other music are being purchased by 
those who would prefer to hear them 
well played In the phonograph than 
b&nged on the piano. Public sympathy 
is with the composers In con^equenco. 

Despite denials to the contrary, the 
rumors continue strong that Gov. 
Hughes is not at all satisfied with the 
progress of hia Public Service Com¬ 
mission in Greater New York. A rea¬ 
son Is that the situation w'hich called 
this body into being still exists. The 
board. In a word, has not dealt with 
the larger aspects of the traffic prob¬ 
lem of this city. There Is, first of fUl. 
the disgraceful crush on the Brook¬ 
lyn bridge, which still continues. Gov. 
Hughes, shortly after his election, w'ent 
to the scene of It and made up hi* 
mind that the situation of people fight¬ 
ing and crushing one another for seats 
In the oars could not be ended too soon. 
It is a keen disappointment to him that 
nothing has been done to bring about 
a change The overcrowding In the 
surface and elevated cars also con¬ 
tinues. It is belloved hero that the 
commission in Greater New York will 
be obliged to do something very quick 
or their resignations will be asked for. 
The weakness of the present btxly 1* 
that it is not composed of practical 
railroad men. but lawyers for the most 

part instead. •

Heavy Divorce Calendar. 

The calendar of that part of the Su¬ 
preme Court w'hich I* devoted to the 
trial of undefended divorce # sults con¬ 
tains. for two days only, 161 undefended 
divorce suits. Most of them are of a 
collusive nature, though, of eburse, the 
fact Is no* indicated in the taking of 
tho testimony. This situation Is due 
to the provisions of the New York 
statute under w'hJeh a divorce may be 
obtained only for adultery. Marriage Is 
no* the success It i* presumed to be for 
all New Yorkers and many of the par¬ 
ties to it are quite willing to give 
grounds which will lead to the dissolu¬ 
tion of the bonds. Several Justices are 
very strict In the makter of proof and 
take great pains to discover those cases 
which are ooItuMve. It Is apparent 
that the present law* punishing adultery 
has not served to lighten the divorce 
calendar. 

The ticket speculators are having a 
hard row to hoe this winter. Early in 
tho sea»>n Kiaw & Eri.mger declared 
wair on them both at the New York 
and the New Amsterdam theaters. The 
managers hired a inan with a mega¬ 
phone to cry a block away that tickets 
purchased from speculators would bo 
refused at the door. This method was 
not entirely effective, as the speculators 
simply moved beyond range of the 
sound. The managers next employed 
spotters to watch tho speculators, fol¬ 
low those who purchased tickets from 
them to the doorkeeper, wlio would, on 
a nod frv>m the spotter, refuse admis¬ 
sion to the purchasers. This was ef¬ 
fective f«>r a time, then the speculators 
beat the scheme by having their cus¬ 
tomers walk around the block or buy 
their tickets a half hour or more in 
advance. *The latest move of the man¬ 
agers Is now* to sell Tickets undef seal 
the latter only to be broken byrthelr 
man at the door. otherwt*»? thc tlckot* 
are void. The spoculntors have brought 
the trouble on themselves. When they 
had full sway they uore unwilling to 
make a reasonable profit on each ticket, 
but instead charged double, and In con. 
sequence got the public down on them. 
This led to the present crusade.

FIGHT RENEWED 


Many Interests Oppose Phil¬ 
ippine Tariff Bill. 


PRACTICALLY SAME MEASURE 
INTRODUCED. 


SLIGHT FALLING OFF IN CHRISTMAS BUSINESS 
REPORTED BY LOUISVILLE EXPRESS COMPANIES 


Largely Due To Prohibition of C. 0. D. Whisky Shipments 
Into Local Option Counties. 


The Christmas business generally of 
the express companies with offices in 
Louisville la reported to be unequal in 
quantity to that of last year. There 
are several reasons assigned as the 
cause, and one Is the act of the last 
Legislature which placed a damper on 
the C. O. D. whisky business. Another 
reason Is the financial depression, 
though this has not affected the express 
business to as great an extent os the 
prohibition of the C. O. D. whisky 
business, as heretofore this has been a 
very large Item to deal with. 

A. C. Sommer, of the Adams Express 
Company, saJd last night that the bad 
weather of Thursday, Friday and yes¬ 
terday had produced a lapse In the 
number of packages mitgoing. but that 
Saturday a very good business was 
done; In fact, much more than the same 
day last year. He said that the out¬ 
going business of Saturday was fully 
25 per cent, heavier than the same day 
last year. 

Mr. Sommer said that the packages 
as Christmas presents for Louisville 
people commenced to come to the local 
office yesterday, and that the force, 
which had been Increased from 100 to 
190, was busy all day and evening. The 
rush is expected to-day, and the stables 
at Eighth and Green streets, where the 


incoming business Is being handled, 
will present a busy scene. Mr. Summit 
Bald that thus far the force of clerks 
and men driving the wagons had been 
able to take care of the work, though 
it took all day yesterday and part of 
the night to accomplish It. 

At the office of the American Express 
Company the business is reported not 
to be equal to that of laist year. E. D. 
Graff, the general agent, says that he 
has not been compelled to engage extra 
help. Mr. Graff said that the business 
Saturday and Sunday was good, but 
not as heavy as the same days last 
year. 

W. L Henry', agent of the Pacific Ex¬ 
press Company, said that the business 
through his office is about half that of 
last year, with the earnings $ 140 , ns 
compared with $240, the earnings of 
last year. Mr. Henry attributes this 
lull In the business to the bill prohib¬ 
iting the shipment of whisky C. O. D. 
In local option territories. He said that 
this law had caused the earnings to fall 
$1,700 last month. 

The United States Express* Company 
office reports a very light business for 
the Christmas holidays and n consider¬ 
able drop from last year. It has not 
been necessary to engage extra labor 
and the clerks are able to handle the 
packages with dispatch. 


MINISTER DEMANDS 
$7,000 AND GETS IT 

DR. AXED LAYS DOWN THE LAW 
TO WEALTHY NEW YORK 
CONGREGATION. 


New York, Dec. 22.—Addressing his 
wealthy congregation at the close of 
the formal sermon to-day. Dr. C. A. 
Aked. who recently came from Liver¬ 
pool to become pastor of the Fifth-ave¬ 
nue Baptist church here, declared that 
he would not contemplate a permanent 
ministry in the church If the system of 
finance which made possible a defi¬ 
ciency at the end of the year was con¬ 
tinued. 

*'I want. H said Dr. Aked. “$7,000 from 
you before you leave this church this 
morning.** He got It 

He said the fact that some of the 
members of the congregation were 
wealthy had led others to put the bur¬ 
den of the support of the church on 
them. 

“It Is not fair; It Is a mean spirit,'* 
exclaimed Dr. Aked. “It has raised up 
a crowd of stingy' souls who won’t sup¬ 
port the church. It isn’t fair to me. I 
am tired of hearing this church called 
Mr. Smith’s, Mr. Brown’s or Mr. Rob¬ 
inson’s church. 1 want $7,000 before 
you leave this church. The finances 
must be reorganized in? that nothing of 
this kind can ever happen again.’* 

FIST FIGHTS IN CONGRESS. 

[St. Louis Republic.] 

There have been many personal en¬ 
counters in Congress, so many, in fact, 
of various degrees, that it would, bo 
impracticable to tell them ail. 

The first four sessions were devoid 
of such, and the first occurred on Jan¬ 
uary’ 30, 1798, when RoprasentaUve 

Ly'on, Democrat, of Vermont, after 
having bven taunted by Roger Gris¬ 
wold. Federalist, of Connecticut, spat 
in Griswold’s face. A knock-down-and 
-drag-out followed before the belliger¬ 
ents were separated. 

Pistols are no longer cocked in the 
Capitol, but in the antebellum days 
no gentleman would take a “personal 
Insult." 

There were, before the Civil War, a 
long list of Congressional encounters, 
of which, perhaps, the more notable 
were Congressman Brooke’s attack on 
Senator Sumner, in 1856. ojkI the fight 
between Representatives ICeitt and 
Grow\ in the House In 1858. 

Then there was the CUley-Graves 
quarrel In 1838. and the duel that fol¬ 
lowed, in which Congr^tmon Clliey 
was killed; the Demon-Foote triixup. in 
which Senator Foote pointed a cocked 
revolver at the Missourian; an almost 
Similar episode in the House, in which 
Church well and Cullom figured, and the 
long belligerent record of Wise, of Vir¬ 
ginia. 

Coming to more recent times, the In¬ 
galls- Voorheea encounter. May 1. 18S8. 
created much interest. In w'hich the vi¬ 
tuperation and the Ik* wore passed back 
and forth. 

August 27, 1890. occurred the Beck- 
with-WU«nn 'iff.ilr in the House, in 
which Wilson culUvl Beckwith a liar. 
There was a spirited retort, and Wilson 
dealt Beckwith a blow. 

On Fubn*iry 21, 1891, during a de¬ 
bate. Representative Spinel*, of New 
York, placed a slip of pap *r on his 
shoulder and Cared the Republican* 


to knock It off. He was eventually 
seated by force. 

Fellow statesmen prevented a fight In 
the House. February 16. 1893. between 
Turpin and Waugh, who were advanc¬ 
ing upon each other. 

Representatives Hall and Hatch, of 
Missouri, were separated before they 
could get to fisticuffs, after the lie had 
been passed in the House, on February 
4, 1835. 

The next day Senators Mitchell and 
Harris called each other names, but a 
fight was prevented by their associates. 

ru*pr«?mtativo» Bartlett and Brumm 
quarreled In the House. April 13. 1893. 
Bartlett threw a copy of the Congres¬ 
sional Record at Brumm, but missed. 
Four or five other Representatives ex¬ 
changed blows In the general mlxut> 
and one was knocked down. 

The Tlllman-McLaurin battle, Feb¬ 
ruary 22. 1902 and the Bailey-Beverklge 
scrap. June 90, 1902. Are so recent as to 
be remembered by many persons.

Fire Breaks Out In Shaft, But Men

CHANGES IN CONDITIONS MUST 
BE RECOGNIZED. 


PROCESS OF READJUSTMENT 
WILL BE PAINFUL. 


In Even Established Oil 
Fields of State. 


SOME WILD-CAT WORK WITH 
FAIR RESULTS. 


TENDENCY TO STICK TO THE 
KNOWN REGIONS. 


MERCANTILE LINES SOUND. FOUR NEW WELLS IN WAYNE. 


Now York. Doc. 21.-[Sj>eclal.3-The only 
way to moot tho present situation Is to 
0.1 onoe recognise change* In fundamental 
conditions which havo taken pliice during 
the dotting year. We have descended with 
unplenaant violence from an abnormally 
high lovol to an exceedingly low level, and 
the succeeding proc<?ss of readjustment is 
painful but Imperative. Tho more prompt, 
ly 11 to rooognlxod and the more promptly 
arrangements are nude to go ahead on 
tits new basis, the quicker will be the real 
recovery. 

While there are still many unsettling ele¬ 
ment* In the situation, U. Is satisfactory 
to observe sumo competitions which may 
be too easily lost sight of In^lhe prevail¬ 
ing gloom. It must not be forgotten that 
our farmers arc In strong financial condi¬ 
tion. the happy result of a yerlv-B of very 
profitable narvests. Tills season Is *ure 
to be a good one for all engaged In agri¬ 
cultural pumuits. No such situation exist¬ 
ed In previous panic*, when our farmers 
suffered to a degree which is now Im¬ 
possible. This may be class mospmty 
and, therefore, leas desirable Utah unlver. 
sal prosperity, but the financial strength 
of our agriculturists is going to prove no 
mean bulwark against the attack.* of de¬ 
pression. Our farnm produced $7.b>.LbJ0,bK) 
of wealth till* year, which cannot be ob¬ 
literated by any stock market panic. 

Another consideration that should not be 
overlooked, and to which duo weight has 
not yet been given, is that our mercantile 
and Industrial conditions are generally 
sound and free from the oversupply which 
characterized the panic of li»3. Thus iSr 
there arc few sign* of overproduction * M 
the textile field, the third largest division 
of national industry. The cotton nulls or 
the country are m an especially sound 
condition financially, and to avoid the 
consequence* uf overproduction are gen¬ 
erally following n policy of curtailment. 
In this direction at least there are no sign* 
of weakness, and our mills are In excel¬ 
lent shape for meeting reaction. The same 
can be saUl regarding the food Industry, 
which rank* flrst In importance. 

It is almost Impossible to ilnd any mar¬ 
ket in thiA division of bu*ini»se ovorsup- 
plled. In fact. In ail of the marchandijm 
market* there Ih little or no complaint of 
overproductlon, the only weakness being 
In occasional cnees of unwise expansion 
and overextonslon of credit. In such In¬ 
stances the present condition of ^ th e 
money market may cause wnw embar- 
rasKtivr.t; Npecklly should dlmtoishetl 
consumption and lowor price*, which are 
inevitable, make any serious inroads upon 
profits. We emerge from the j*onlc there, 
fore, with the mercantile and Industrial 
situation generally sound, and with the 
signs of reaction chiefly limited tb In ter¬ 
es t« which have been excessively stimu¬ 
lated by extraordinary expenditures of 
the rail raids and unusual real estate 
activity. Tims it Is grodunflly bom* dem¬ 
onstrated that our difficulties are largely 
financial : that to a very great extent this 
ha* been a Wall-street panic, and that 
there are reasons for believing that It* 
effect* will not be a* widespread as that 
of it* predecessors In 1893 or 1903.

ucts of the min*. Groat development li:»s 
occurred In the genraj Industrial plant of 
the country, although Apparently not yat 
In exce ss of the demands of a rapidly 
growing populate*n. Tho greatest decree 
of overdoing outside of Wall street has 
unquestionably been Ht copper mining. 
The enormous expenditures of the rail¬ 
road* for Improvements and the rebuild¬ 
ing In many of our cities undoubtedly 
cau»>l an extraordinary expansion In 
certain Industries; and the cessation of 
these enlerprlses—partial or complete—'will 
necessarily be severely felt In those 
branches of Industry and within the ranks

financial district; because the housoclean 
lag process Is evidently not yet complete, 
oonfldenct* re-covers slowly after so violent 
a disturbance, and tho purchasing power 
of investing classes has been greatly di¬ 
minished. The dtueouraging influence* In 
Wall street have, however, been so thor¬ 
oughly discounted that It 1* prudent to 
begin to look upon the more hopeful side. 
There is no doubt bint that prices are still 
abnormally low and must in due setson 
reach a higher level. Corrective influences 
have In'cn at work .*> long that Improving 
conditions must soon result; ami. saving 
the temporary stringency usually experi¬ 
enced In January, the money market 
ought to gradually become easier and 
more plethoric with the approach of 
spring* The last hank call proved that 
the brunt of the Dank fell upon the New 
York banks, which depleted their reserve* 
ami expanded their loans to the limit In 
order to give help, while the Interior 
banks often drew their fund* from New 
York and piled up unnecessarily big re- 
eervee. 

Interior Banks Strong. 


Lexington, Ky.. Dec. 23.—[Special.]— 
Little of Interest has occurred In the 
established oil pools of Kentucky dur¬ 
ing the post week. There Appears to 
be a dearth of activity in the defined 
fields, but In purely "wlld-cat** terri¬ 
tory a little work is under way that 
la causing Interest. In the older pro¬ 
ducing division*, especially In lower 
Kentucky, operators are drawing close 
to proven territory after a costly cam¬ 
paign of test drilling In endeavoring to 
extend tho producing areas. 

In the Way no county divisions, tho 
center of Kentucky development, some 
of the operators are going over old 
leases and are drilling between old 
wells. A fair dogroo of success Is re¬ 
warding their effort*, and much terri¬ 
tory that was pretty well punctured 
years ago still offers desirable locations 
for the drill. Many wells of a “wild¬ 
cat** nature have been drilled In 
Wayne county during the past summer 
and fall, and while a few new pools 
h&ve been opened, no success has re¬ 
warded efforts at connecting the vari¬ 
ous producing divisions. Wayne coun¬ 
ty contains six distinct oil fields. 

Among completions of the past week 
are four In Wayne county, which aver¬ 
age up close to fifteen barrels each. No 
wells of the gushor class have been 
drilled for several weeks. Last month 
two gushers came In In the lower sec¬ 
tion of the county and opened new ter¬ 
ritory fot the drill, and recently wells 
have been started in that direction 
with a view of broadening the limits.

Failure In Whitley. 

Among the failures of the past week 
was the Initial venture of operators in 
northern Whitley county. A deep well 
was started near Corbin several weeks 
ago and was finished up dry this week 
after being drilled 1,800 feet. Neither 
oil nor gas was encountered. While 
effort* at getting & production In that 
section may not be entirely abandoned, 
tho Initial well and failure may put a 
damper on drilling for some time to 
come. This failure followed close on 
one in the Knox county field recently, 
where efforts were also made to get 
deep oil or gas. Both Knox and Whit¬ 
ley counties hdve produced good oilers 
In the shallow sands. 

The Industry In upper Kentucky di¬ 
vision* Is at low ebb. and there will 
probably not be a revival of activity 
before the spring season. Declines in 
oil prices last month of thirty cents 
per barrrel were discouraging. The 
Wolfe county pool will be punctured 
In a few directions, but little new work 
Is In sight for the other fields, includ¬ 
ing Estill. Bath and Rowan. 

Drilling has been under way In 
Union county for the past few days, 
and nothing in the producing line has 
yet been found. The work In that sec¬ 
tion of the State Is attracting some 
attention. 

Huns of oil. while showing some de¬ 
cline. are keeping up at a fair average. 
There Is naturally a slump In produc¬ 
tion during the winter months, because 
of cold weather, and the maximum 
production cannot be obtftlncd. No¬ 
vember showed declines of a little over 
10.000 barrels from the October record, 
and production for the current month 
may show still further declines. Stocks 
of oil in Kentucky aggregate nearly 
125.000 barrels, and the figure* indi¬ 
cate that little oil Is being shipped out 
through the pipe lines. 

Oil prices remain as before, tho bet¬ 
ter grade commanding $1 and $1.03 
from tho Standard Oil Company and 
Indian Refining Company, respectively. 


The Inferior grade commands seventy- 
five cents per barrel. 

It Is currently reported that the In¬ 
dian Refining Company, which now has 
a refining plant at Georgetown, will 
establish another refinery In Kentucky 
in the near future.

IRON MANUFACTURERS EXPECT 
IMPROVEMENT SOON. 


Holding Prices Up In Anticipation of 
a Big Demand After 
New Year. 


BlrmAngfiom. Ala., Dae. 22.—[Special.] 
—The fact ihat recontiy there wo* re¬ 
ceived *ome Inquiry a* to the prob¬ 
able make, for delivery during the flnst 
quarter of the oomlng year, and that 
Alabama pig iron manufacturers are 
holding up their price* for the product. 
Indicate* that while the iron market I* 
dull the expectations are ripe for an 
early Improvement. The manufactur¬ 
ers have curtailed the production to the 
lowest notch, two more furnaces blow¬ 
ing ou-t for the holiday*. WhJt little 
iron is being manufactured 1* finding 
a ready sale, and the producers are not 
offering coneeeeiowi to secure business. 
It*i* not necessary. 

As to quotations, the manufacturers 
do not appear to be willing to talk 
much about Iron under $14.50 and $1 j 
per ton. No. 2 foundry. Even at this 
pricei If there was a dom.ind there 
would be little profit. 

There is great activity In steel in this 
State, especially steel rail. A rule that 
ha* been In vogue since the Tennessee 
Company has erected the steel plant at 
Ensley, to allow employe* to get off for 
a week or two during the Christmas 
and New Year holidays, was counter¬ 
manded this* year. Indicating that there 
is need for the product and no lime was 
to be lost. 

The a-rwinuncement made during the 
past w-eek that the experts who were 
sent here by the United States S^eel 
Corporation Immediately after they had 
purchased the properties of the Ten- 
nespeo Coal. Iron and Railroad Com¬ 
pany, hod made a most favorable re¬ 
port on the resources of the Alabama 
industrial regions, caused much hap pi- 
i nets*. 

The greater proportion of the foun¬ 
dries. machine yfrop*. cast iron plants, 
i rolling mills and other lron-corc*um'ing 
concerns in the Birmingham disnrici 
are shut down, some of them for the 
holiday period and others until tho iron 
market Improves. Much labor i.s Idle, 
but there is no great exodus from the 
territory, the hope of an early resump¬ 
tion being In mind. 

The holiday period Is responsible for 
the only curtaJln ent in Uha coal pro¬ 
duction in Alabama that has been an¬ 
nounced so far.

TWO NEGRO FOOTPADS 
ATTACK COLLEGE MAN 


PUTS ASSAILANTS TO FLIGHT 
AFTER DESPERATE BATTLE. 


HIGHWAYMEN ARMED WITH 
RAZOR AND GUN. 


SANDBAG BROUGHT INTO PLAY. 


Intending to surprise his family and 
friends by a visit homo for the holi¬ 
days. James Wentworth Parker, a se¬ 
nior of Cornell University, was accord¬ 
ed a warm reception near Fourth and 
Onnsby avenues last Saturday night at 
10 o'clock, when ho was attacked by 
two negro fpoipads. Mr. Parker arrived 
pver the Louisville and Nashville road 
fr«*m Cincinnati, and left the train at 
Fourth avenue and A street, where a 
stop ^ made to let off passengers wish¬ 
ing to take the cars to the southern 
part of the city. 

After leaving the parlor car Mr. 
'Parker walked north on Fourth ave¬ 
nue to catch the car at Onnsby ave¬ 
nue. * Nearing the corner, ho was as¬ 
tounded when two dark forms sprang 
ut him. He was for a time utterly 
helpless, but with an effort he sprang 
out of reach of the negroes. They 
closed In upon him again and the one 
on his left struck him in the face and 
cut the college man's Up. saying at the 
same time: "Keep quiet, or I'll do for 
you." 

Recovering from the blow. Mr. Park¬ 
er sent his right into the negro's face, 
staggering him Seeing his accomplice 
getting the worst of the encounter, thr- 
negro on the right hit Mr. Parker over 
the hood with a sandbag and retreated. 
Mr. Parker was almost knocked out by 
the blow, but with renewed effort 
called loudly for help and went Into 
the fight again.. One of the assailants 
had drawn his revolver, w hile the oth¬ 
er had a razor In his hand This did 
not frighten the Cornell student In th~ 
least, for he went at the two negroes 
with such vigor that they were forced 
to give up the fight. Hearing a* car 
approaching and thinking discretion 
the bettor part of valor, they sought 
safety In flight. Mr. Purker pursued 
them for several squares, but they goon 
outdistanced him. After reaching h s 
home Mr. Parker, notified the police, 
but of* yet they have not captured the 
nogroes. Mr. Parker sold that It la 
doubtful If he will be able to identify 
his assailants, as It was very' dark, but 
both were of medium height. The foot¬ 
pads secured no booty. Mr. Parker la 
the son of C. A. Park r. who resides 
at Bcecbmont, and who is president of 
the Louisville Fire Brick Works. 


The Republican administration was 
sorely disappointed yesterday over the 
failure of the lower board of the Gen¬ 
eral Council to pass the hlgh-llcense 
measure. Some of the leaders sold that 
the saloqnkeepers of Louisville could 
well afford to pay a license feb of $600 
a year. It would mean only an extra 
dollar a Cay to each man in the saloon 
business, they said. 

Referring to the city's noed for an 
increased revenue from saloon licenses, 
one of these leaders said that during 
the four months former Mayor Bing¬ 
ham was In office over half the entire 
appropriation for street cleaning pur¬ 
poses was exhausted, and that the 
present administration will be com¬ 
pelled to get through the remaining 
eight months on the same amount for 
str€*et cleaning purposes that was ex¬ 
pended by the Bingham administration 
in a third of a year He said that he 
did not mean to reflect on Mr. Bing¬ 
ham's administration, but he merely 
wished the public to know' under what 
a handicap the present administration 
was laboring. Had the hlgh-llcense or¬ 
dinance passed? he said, there would 
have been money sufficient for street 
cleaning.

When asked what would be done In 
the cases of the seven saloon men 
whose applications for licenses were 
not acted upon by the License Board 
at Its meeting Friday afternoon, a 
member of the License Board said he 
did not know.

"The lower board killed the ordi¬ 
nance," he said, "and the members of 
that board seem to think they repre¬ 
sent the people, and I guess they do."

Hicks was taken to the City Hos¬ 
pital. where at first it was feared that 
an operation would be necessary, but 
his condition Improved yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon.

HOME COMING IS CELEBRATED 


•The Evolution of the Chrmmaa 
Festive 1" w-a« the subject of a short 
discourse by the Rev. Henry K. Dos- 
ker ait Warren Memorial Presbyterian 
church last nlghft. The speaker said 
that tho festival as observed mostly In 
Ubristendum at present was a seml- 
pkgMn Institution, wblle In earlier times 
itjw’as observed by the genuine Chris¬ 
tiana as a day of fasting and prayer. 
In the oulteot Dr. Dosker said: 

"How has Christmas come to be ob¬ 
served to-day? It has come to be the 
most ghaitoome day of the world to the 
chlk&ren. While It shoifid be a most 
holy day. yet Christendom keeps tt as 
a hell day. In uhe very earliest days 
of the church there was no Christmas 
festival. In fact, for 250 years after 
the Christian era no Christmas festival 
was kept. It was In the reign of the 
Roman Emperor Caromodus when the 
festival bogaoj to be kept." 

The speaker said there was no har¬ 
mony in tire earlier church as to the 
festival. He said unfortunately one of 
the most notable of Iftie Roman festivals i 
come In December, and along about De¬ 
cember 25 the festival w'as celebra/ted 
to great excess. He said that the birth 
of Christ was finally fixed by the fa¬ 
thers of thie church by the enunciation 
being fixed at April 26. This, he said, 
led to the fixing of December 26 ns the 

birthday of the Savior.

COMMITTEE MAKES REPORT.

Dr. George F. Simpson, chairman of 
the Committee on Hygiene and Sanita¬ 
tion in the Louisville School Board, 
said yesterday afternoon that he was 
determined to carry out hla promise 
that was made the night the commit¬ 
tees were announced by President Wil¬ 
son, of the board. He said on that 
night ho wild that heretofore that com¬ 
mittee had been regarded ap an insig¬ 
nificant one as compared with others, 
and In fact some people had said that 
it was really nothing at all, but he as¬ 
sured the president of the board that 
he would show the members of the 
board that the work of the committee 
was one of unusual Importance. 

As a result of the sensational charges 
made against some of the Janitors of 
the Louisville schools at the lost meet¬ 
ing of the board, among them one to 
the effect that they were arbitrary and 
were neglecting the sanlla.y conditions 
of the buildings, Dr. Simpson, as chair¬ 
man of the Hygiene and Sanitary Com¬ 
mittee, will make a report on the sani¬ 
tary condition of the buildings at tho 
next meeting of the School Board, 
which will be the first Monday night In 
January. 

Dr. Simpson said yesterday that he 
had inspected about one-half of tho 
school buildings In the city and so far 
he had found about half of these in 
excellent condition from a sanitary 
viewpoint, but he admitted that some 
of the buildings w-hlch he had inspect¬ 
ed had been found In bad sanitary 
condition. Dr. Simpson sold that he 
will have Inspected every school build¬ 
ing in the .city by the time the next 
meeting of tho School Board Is held 
and will be prepared to give a thor¬ 
ough and complete report to the body. 

Dr. Simpson also intimated that he 
did not Intend to stop with merely 
making the report to the School Board, 
but that he was going to have the 
conditions changed und all the build¬ 
ings put in g«*>d sanitary condition or 
have the Janitors removed for neglect 
of duty. Recent votes of the members 
of the board show that Dr. Simpson 
will be backed up In his fight for good 
sanitation of the various school build¬ 
ings over the city.

There \b a chance for Uncle Sam's 
secret service agent, commonly dubbed 
the "bad-money sleuth." to get bugy 
again in Louisville. 

Thla time it la not one dollar bills 
raised to tens or twenties, but It la a 
very bad Imitation of a silver dollar. 
Eleven dollars of thiajmd money were 
passed on one conductor on the Shelby- 
street and Portlnnd-avenue car line 
Saturday, nine dollars on a Market- 
street cur line conductor and three dol¬ 
lars on a conductor on tha Second- 
street car line. 

Wien the money w’as turned In to the 
cashier at the general offices of the 
Louisville Railway Company, the dis¬ 
co Very of the bad dollars was easily 
made, to the sorrow of the conductors 
who had allowed themselves to be Im¬ 
posed upon. The counterfeits are said 
to be of the poorest variety, und could 
only be passed on n crow ded car. When 
they fail on the floor there Is a con- 
pplcuous absence of the ring, and In Its 
stead the dull thud of lead und pewter. 
The counterfeit coin bears the impress 
of 1900, and Is very iK*orly milled. 
When examined. It Is easily seen that 
the molds did a poor piece of w'ork. 

Conductors have be *n cautioned about 
the passage **f the bad money, and ail 
conductors* showed no end or sufrplclon 
whenever a silver dollar was shoved at 
them yesterday. After talcing the coin 
In their hand, the next thing an ex- 
clainsitlon would follow: 

"That Is not a counterfeit dollar. Is 
It?" 

It is not thought that much of the 
counterfeit money has been passed «t» 
fur. but merchants are now on the 
lockout for It. However, several hun¬ 
dred dollars may have found their way 
Into circulation In t/oul&villo within the 
last few days. It Is sold that passer* 
of counterfeit sliver dollars never 
operate long in one place. It has been 
two years since any counterfeit money 
wn* circulated In Louisville to any ex¬ 
tent. At that time, one dollar bills 
were raised to tens and twenties and 
circulated promiscuously.
